confronted a belligerent 
power since the invasion o£ Belgium.

Their Abuse of Reconsignment Privi 


lefle Contributes to Present Traf- 


fic Conditions, is Charge.

Washington, 
Dec. 
20. — Further 
means to check practices which have 
contributed to the shortage of freight 
cars and general proposals looking to 
the betterment of the situation were 
discussed here today by a meeting or 
the railroad officials and represented 
by some of the chief 'shipping inter- 
ests. The chief topic was a method 
under which abuse of the consignment 
privilege could be prevented. Infor- 
mation gathered by the railroads and 
interestate commerce commission offi- 
cials is said to indicate that specula- 
tors in foodstuffs and other necessi- 
ties by abuse of the reconsignment 
privilege, have' withdrawn cars from 
their normal use for unwarrantably 
long periods, thus contributing to the 
car shortage and indirectly to the 
higher cost of living.

Under existing .regulations, it is 
possible for speculators to ship cars 
to their own order, reconsigning them 
upon delivery to other destinations, 
and continue the practice indefinitely, 
keeping cars in transit awaiting fa- 
vorable markets, and virtually using 
railroads 
carriers.

Captain Ray Morse Tells of Wonders 


of Mexican Country. 


From a prosaic clerk in a Janesville 
drv soods store to the ownership ..ana

treacherous. You can't depend on 
them for better or for worse; they 
tell vou nothing about the state of the 
appendix. When the patient is in the 
greatest danger, there is perhaps no 
more pain present When the pain is 
severest and most characteristically 
localized in the lower right side of the 
abdomen, careful examination and ob- 
servation 
may disclose the fact that

Is referred from above—a 
pleurisy, or a beginning pneumonia of

Mind, I don't advise or be'lieve in 
immediate operation for every case of 
appendicitis.

Kindly advise me which method of 
pasteurization is considered preferable

Answer.—The holding process

preferable. In this process the milk is 
heated only to 145 F. and held thrsre 
for thirty minutes. The United States 
department of agriculture has some 
free bulletins dealing with pasteuriza- 
tion.

state aid for a period 
both before and after maternity. 


"Thousands of women 
and girls 
work till within a few days of becom- 
ing mothers," Judge Lindsey said to- 
day., "and then return to work while 
still weak. Their health and 
often 
that of their children is permanently 
injured. My bill would simply provide 
that the state give them 
the 
same 
periods of rest that 
any wise 
and 
humane farmer gives a horse or a 
cow at such a time. 
"At -resent we take better care or 
our cattle than we do of our mothers. 
I believe that such a bill as 'Horses' 
Rights for Women' would 
do away 
with this evil. I feel that if we can get 
it adopted in Colorado other states 
will soon, fall in line and it will be- 
come a national reform."
